Shallow  pans,  well  drained,  are  the  best,  the  soil 
consisting  of  sandy  loam  and  leaf -mold,  worked  through  a fine  sieve; 
the  pans  when  thus  prepared  should  be  well  watered  before  the  seed 
is  sown.  Only  a slight  covering  of  soil  or  sand  is  needed.  What  has 
most  to  be  guarded  against  is  drought;  the  soil  should  be  kept  in  as 
equable  degree  of  moisture  as  possible,  never  being  on  the  dry  side. 
We  attribute  more  failures  to  this  cause  than  to  any  other.  Just  at 
the  time  when  the  seed  commences  to  germinate  the  least  departure 
from  this  is  fatal.

Roots  and  Retarded  Bulbs  from  Cold  Storage 

Cultural  Directions. — Cold  Storage  Lily  bulbs  should  be  potted 
immediately  after  they  are  received  from  cold  storage,  well  watered 
and  the  pots  “plunged”  in  the  coolest  place  available,  preferably  in  a 
cellar  or  the  north  side  of  a building.  This  to  induce  as  much  root 
action  as  possible  before  growing  starts.  After  growth  s'tarts  many 
aerial  roots  form  along  the  lower  part  of  the  stem,  immediately  above 
the  bulb.  It  is,  therefore,  well  to  plant  the  bulb  low  in  the  pot. 
Fill  the  pot  with  earth  only  three-quarters  full.  After  the  growth  is 
10  to  12  in,  high,  fill  the  pot  with  good  compost  to  within  1 in.  of  the 
top.  This  will  furnish  nutriment  to  the  aerial  roots,  which  must 
chiefly  sustain  the  plants.
